N the past books for girls usually have | 
been of an excessively winsome nature. 


‘Golden curls are at a premium, and 


naughtiness, as opposed to wickecness, 
prevails. Now the position has changed, 
and the girls are supplied with books as 
slick and as up-to-date as those for boys. 
A good example of the change is “ Pomona 
and Co.” (Nelson, 5s.). Pomona is far 
removed from the usual girl heroine. She 
has an infinite capacity for making her- 
self a nuisance, though her delightfully 
casual family do not seem to take it very 
much to heart. Unusual also is “* Jean’s 
Golden Term” (Blackie, 3s. 6d.). In 
place of a large barrack full of somewhat 
raucous girlhood, the reader meets a 
‘* little green school ” in Cornwall, small 
enough to have a happy family 
atmosphere, and yet big enough to provide 
a venue for the most exciting incidents. 
For those, however, who favour girlhood 
in full cry there is “ Pat of Patrick’s*’ 
(Warne, 2s. 6d.), a rollicking story in 
every sense of the word. “ The Middle.

O NE book among the great multitude 
calls for very particular notice, by 
reason of the fact that it is the only one 
with a specially Irish interest, and that 
it has been selling exceedin ly well in 
Dublin for some time past. This is Miss 
Patricia 7 sy “The Turf-cutter’s 
Donkey ” (Dent, 5s.), and it makes one 
of the most charming fantasies possible. 
Aeroplanes, leprechauns and wise women 
permeate its pages, which bring us back, 
in one episode, to the days of the Fianna, 
What between Miss Patricia Lynch’s 
charming trick of narrative and Mr. Jack 
Yeats s pictures, the child has not yet 
been born, in Ireland or out of it, who 
will not be fascinated with “ The Turf- 
eutter’s Donkey ”; and the sales show 
that it makes just as thorough an appeal 
to their elders. 

Another delightfully written book about 
children is Mazo de la Roche's “ Beside 
a Norman Tower ” (Macmillan, 7s. 6d.). 
[t is not a fantasy, but a very true and 
delicate little picture of two small English 
children, Gillian and Diggory, written in 
the perfect English of which Mazo de la 
Roche has shown such a command in his 
books for grown-ups. And, while we are 
on this subject of pleasant stories, let us 
have a look at Messrs. Nelson’s ‘‘ The 
Youngest Omnibus ” (7s. 6d.), which il 
edited by Rosalind Vallance, illustrated— 
more than a hundred pictures there are— | 
by Ruth Gervis, and crammed from cover 
to cover with stories, poems and plays by 
foremost authors of to-day—a magnificent 
gift for any child. 

Indeed, there is no lack of originality 
in this year’s lists. Have a look, if you 
want a tale that is “ different,” at 
“ Young Fu of the Upper Yangtze,’ by 
Elizabeth Foreman Lewis, an American 
author (Harrap, 6s.), which is not only a 
thrilling. novel, but an admirable account 
by a knowing writer of that queer, 
romantic chaos that is modern China. Or 

at “Peter in the Post Office,” by Richard 
F. Robinow (The Bodley Head, 1s. 6d.), in 
which a magic dolphin conducts Peter 
through all the varied wonders of the 
‘British Post Office. It is splendidly illus- 
strated by Tom Seton. And as for illustra- 
tions, who is better known for them than 
Arthur Rackham, who has already 
adorned a whole series of delightful books 
for Messrs. Harrap, and adds to the list 
this year with a beautiful edition of “The 
Pied Piper of Hamelin " (5s. net)? 

Then there is “ People of Im nee,”’ 
by J. H. Dowd and Brenda B. Spender 
(*‘ Country Life,” 10s. 6d.), who are so 
well known as producers of the equally 
delicious ‘‘ Important People.” J. H. 
Dowd’s quite exquisite pencil drawings 
abound in this v olelad: a book to buy for 
the children, and to keep until they are 
= enough to appreciate it at its full 
value. 


Adventure for Boys 


R. PERCY WESTERMAN is famous 
for his stories of submarines and 
naval warfare generally, and his book 
“The Black Hawk ” (Blackie, 6s.) is one 
of his best. There are excellent illustra- 
tions, and the whole story has an 
authentic ring. The aeroplane enthusiast 
will find much to interest him in “‘ The 
Treasure of Atil"’ (Warne, ós. 6d.), 
where a party set out from ‘England in 
an autogyro to look íor hidden gold in 
Mexico. Boys whose parents own a yacht 
will be able to visualise their own adven- 
tures in ‘* Westward in the Mermaid ”’ 
(Nelson, 3s. 6d.). Mr. Perey Woodcock 
has an intimate knowledge of small boats, 
together with an ability to tell an exciting 
story.

trated with accuracy, and yet the book is 


as exciting as any story of our times. 
Returning to modern life, “The Delta 
Patrol” (Warne, 2s. 6d.) tells of military 
police adventures in t. The author 
writes from a personal knowledge of this 
country, and his style is vivid and laconic. 

In comparison with these straight- 
forward thrills ‘‘ Tahoo”’ (Warne, 2s.) 
has a queer, supernatural atmosphere ; for 
here are witchcraft and medicine men. 
and the unexplored regions of Central 
Africa. Travelling right across the world, 
the last book tells of the adventures that 
befall two English boys in their search for 
treasure on a cannibal island. “' Lost in 
the Pacific” (Harrap, 3s. 6d.) contains an 
old friend, the disappearing islands, but 
author has a new way of telling his 
story.

A Legal  Come-Back é 


That professional boxers and some 
politicians attempt sometimes, but not 
often successfully, to “come back ''. after 
decisive blows have been given them is well 
known. In the law, however, instances of 
this practice are not so. common, even in 
the United: States, where the etiguette of 
the profession is so different from what it 
is. in Europe. In these countries, where 
the English tradition is still maintained, 
I cannot recollect that a judge, once put 
off the judicial Bench—a very rare 
occurrence, indeed—has ever been restored 
to his position in the ordinary course and 
by ordinary process.

I now find that some 
thirty years agé his work as judge of 
Denver Juvenile Court~ gave him a big 
national reputation, but that he came, in 
unlegal language, a crepper.through a wil 
case, was disbarred by Colorado Supreme 
Court, and was apparently down and out 
so far as the courts were concerned; and 
this despite the fact that a story of his, 
““The Beast and the Jungle,’’ was a best- 
seller and that he rivalled Bryan and 
La Follette as a lecturer.

Che Pavement_ Sculptor

other evening and found a crowd of 
admirers around the pitch of the latest 
pavement artist to our streets. This 
ingenious individual is a sculptor in 
turnips. He just peels the turnip, and 
carves away until he presents his admirers 
with the portrait finished. That the per- 
sonalities he portrays are easily recog- 
nised is evident from the comments of 
the bystanders, who at once exclaim. 
Whether these well-known personages 
would be flattered -by the sculptor’s art 
may. be questioned, but sure, 
Americans would say, one must be famous 
té be the.subject of the street artist. We 
have many pavement artists in our city, 
usually drawing in colouréd chalk, but 
this is the first seulptor I have seen, and 
he seems to be making a success of his 
work.

LITERATURE -AND LIFE 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
MAGENNIS 


‘What is literature?” asked Professor 
William Magennis while delivering a lecture 
entitled “ Literature and Life,”’ at the Royal 
Dublin Society’s premises at Ballsbridge yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Each of the arts, he said, used its own 
medium of expression, that of literature bein 
words. In a film he had recently seen and 
heard, there occurred the phrase, “ You 
think me a great guy, you poor bum,”’ while 
in “ Hamlet '” they had a beautiful’ passage 
that conveyed the same meaning. One was 
a mere expression of mind and devoid of all 
literary character, while the other was a 
work of art. In literature there was some- 
thing of distinction not merely in the selec- 
tion of words, but the selection of order to 
reproduce music. It was the colour of 
words and the music of their sounds that 
were the pigments of the artist in literature. 
Life gave the artist the event, and in express- 
ing that event the true writer exhibited all 
his personality. He clothed the fact with 
what he felt from his own experience.

“From Dublin; God help us!” will soon he 
the equivalent for boorisly truculent manners 
and utter ignorance. Are cur teachers too 
intimidated to speak out?’ Are there no

Let the languag: be taught voluntarily.

Mr. F. R. Higgins, the t, and author 
of “* Dark Breed” an “é Arable Holdings,” 
leaning on a grand piano, spoke his mink, to 
the assembly in declaring the show open. 
He had been impressed by the lamentable 
fact that our public men care little or nothi 
for artists. It was nct that there was lack 
of enterprise in other. directions, for  en- 
deavours were made to relieve other sections 
or the community and to alleviate the 
pressure of burdens felt by the people, while 
no endeavour was made to extend official 
expenditure towards artists. The subsidies 
in support of the “arts: and intellectual 
activities given by the Government were so 
ridiculously low that they were not worthy 
of mention. 

He deplored the ent’s lack of in- 
terest in architecture, wifich was the cause of 
inattention to such things as the develop- 
ment of native “—. ‘especially in its Celto- 
Roman phase. or ay Government had 
anything to do with an artistic project they 
generally went about it with an extraordinary 
meanness and lack of dignity. 


THE PICTURES 


Mr. Kernoff’s exhibition includes as many 
as a hundred works—some old, some new. 
They constitute a complete exposition of his 
art. The range is very wide; bat much 
appears to he experimental, as if the artist 
had not yet determined his true métier. Mr. 
Kernoff already has given indication that the 
fulness of his ability may yet be expressed 
in following in the footsteps of the great 
Trish painter, James Barry. In No. 10, 
“Jupiter and the Muses,” an extensive 
canvas, and in the little water-colours, Nos. 
96, 97, and 38, the fituess of the artist for 
mural decorative design is well demonstrated. 

Many of the larger pictures have been seen 
before. but among the smaller ones are many 
attractive water-colours. ‘hese pictures are 
reflective of the artist’s individuality, which 
so’ oiten impels him to the choice of the 
bizarre rather than the beautiful; but ail are 
excellent pictures. His sketch, ‘‘ Portrait 
Group,” is, perhaps, the finest drawing he 
has done. One would wish that many another 
of the works had enjoved as much kind 
attention throughout; for often failing 
interest is evident when the main object has 
been achieved.

Sir William Hutcheson Poé, Bart., at the 
ape OS Se hu He was a typical member 
of a class who won much esteem for them- 
selves in this country. He devoted the earlier 
part of his career to the service of the Empire. 
and when he retired from the Marines in 
1888 it was to begin a new career as an Irish 
county gentleman and to render much service 
to his native land, not only on local Boards 
and as a County Magistrate, but in the larger’ 
nationai concerns of Ireland—as when, “tor 
example, he acted as a member of the Irish 
Railways Commission (1906-1910) and of the 
historic Irish Land Conference which met in 
Dublin in 1902 and laid the foundations of the 
settlement of the dispute which had lasted 
for generations. 

On joining the Royal Marines, he served 
on H.M.S. Royal Alfred. the Flagship of the 
North American and West Indian stations, 
from 1869 to 1874. and commanded the Royal 
Marines on H.M.S. Boadica, the Flagship at 
the Cape of Good Hope, in 1881 and 1882. 
He served as adjutant of a Royal Marine 
Battalion in the East Soudan in 1884, and, 
in the same year, he commanded two com- 
panies of the R.M. Guards’ Camel Corps in 
the Nile Expedition (1884-1885). In 1885 he 
was a member of the Naval Intelligerice De- 
partment, and retired with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1888. He was wounded 
at the battle of Elteb in 1884 (dispatches). 

Lieutenant-Colonel Poé was the third .son 
of William Thomas Poé,  barrister-at-law, 
Curraghmore, Co. ‘Tipperary, and was born on 
September 20th, 1848. In 1886 he married 
Mary Adelaide, daughter of the late Sin 
William Compton Domville, Bart; of Santry 
Court, County Dublin, and had a son and 
daughter; the son, Hugo Compton Domville, 
being born in 1889. e had a residence at 
Heywood, Ballinakill, Queen’s County, and 
also at Cookstown, County Tyrone, and at 
Batchwood Hall, St. Alban’s, Hertfordshire, 
where he went to reside on his departuzg from 
Treland. Created a baronet of the United 
Kingdom in 1912, Sir Hutcheson Poé served, 
in most of the public offices in the county 
administration of Ireland in the past. He was 
created a C.B. in 1885, and had been a magis- 
trate for many years. He filled the office of 
His Majesty's Lieutenant for Queen’s County 
since 1920. He was appointed High Sheriff 
of Queen’s County in 1921. Upon the creation 
of the Oireachtas, Sir Hutcheson Poé was 
made a Senator for the Irish Free State in 
December, 1922. He acted as High Sheriff 
for County Tyrone in 1893. 

Prior to the settlement of the Irish national 
question, Sir Hutcheson Poé was a Unionist 
in politics, and he contested the Ossory 
Division of Queen's County for representation 
in the British Parliament in 1895. He served 
as Vice-Chairman of the Abbeyleix Board of 
Guardians from 1895 to 1899, and was Rural 
District Councillor for the Ballinakill Division 
of Queen’s County from 1899 to 1908. He was 
appointed a Governor of the National Gallery 
of Ireland in 1904, and a well-known collector 
of pictures. He was made a member of “the 
Trish Land Conference held 
1902, and served as a member of the Vice- 
regal Commission on Irish Railways from 
1906 to 1910. During the European War he 
served as a member of the Naval Medical 
Information Bureau in Egypt-in 1915. His 
decorations included rewards for service in 
the Egyptian campaign in the Nile in 1885. 
He lost his right leg at the Battle of Metem- 
mah (despatches), 1885. He had many re- 
creations, including shooting, hunting, rowing 
and private theatricals. His landed property 
in Ireland included about 10,000 acres in 
County Tyrone and 1,500 acres in Queen’s 
County. He was a member of the Bath 
Club and the Kildare Street Club, Dublin.

THE REV. LAURENCE POTTER,

SENATOR McGUINNESS 

Senator Fraucis McGuinness, Longford, died 
yesterday at his residence. Born at Tarmon- 
barry, Co. Roscommon, nearly sixty-six. years 
ago, he entered business in Longiord at an 
early age. At the inception of the United 
Irish League he became an active member. Un 
two occasions during the agitation for the 
division of ranches in the county he was 
arrested and charged with conspiracy in, Co. 
Wicklow ' and Dublin, where the juries dis- 


the Longford Urban Council, and Chairman of 
that body in 1915, and re-elected for twenty 
rears afterwards. Recently, owing to ill- 
health, he resigned. In the troubled period of 
1920 he was elected Chairman of Longford 
County Council and held the chairmanship to 
1925: He was also county representative on 
thé General Council of County Councils. He 
was also membér of several local bodies. He 
was elected senater for a nine-year term in 
1925, and it was announced recently that he 
was not seeking re-election. 

At the formation of the Irish National 
Volunteers in 1914 he became a prominent 
member, He took part in the rising of Easter 
Week, 1916, and was deported to Wakefield 
Jail. After his release from Wakefield he 
was agai arrested on a charge of Sedition in 
1917, following the famous South Longford 
election, when his, brother, the late Mr. 
Joseph McGuinness, was elected T.D. . He 
then served three months in Sligo and Belfast 
Jails in default of bail. On release he was 
re-arrested and spent eleven months in Read- 
ing Jail. 

In 1920 he was taken from his home in 
Longford by British forces, tried by drum- 
head courtmartial and sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted, but he escaped the carrying out of 
the sentence. 

On the death of Mr. Joseph McGuinness 
he was elected T.D. for Longford-Westmeath, 
which he represented to 1923. He was a mem- 
her for a number of vears of the Standing 
Committee of Cumann na nGaedheal. and 
President North Longford Comhairle Ceann: 
tair. 

The funeral will take place on Monday at 
3 p.m. te Ballymacormack.

Saorstat and Empire 


In the December issue of the Round 
Table an anonymous correspondent con- 
tributes an article on the Irish Free State 
which is likely to arouse lively interest on 
both sides of the Channel, Articles on 
Irish affairs in British periodicals gene- 
rally are irritating effusions—either 
maudlin displays of sentimentality, in 
which the Irish are depicted as saints and 
the British as ruthless tyrants, or ill-tem- 
pered lectures which tend to pourtray our 
people as bloodthirsty savages. There 
rarely is a constructive idea in such 
articles; but the Round Table’s contribu- 
tion is in an entirely different category. 
The Round Table represents the genera] 
views of a group of intellectuals, whose 
policy may be defined as a policy of en- 
lightened imperialism. This group in- 
cludes certain members of that brilliant 
little band of university men who accom- 
panied the late Lord Milner to South 
Africa after the Boer War, and promptly 
were dubbed the ‘‘Kindergarten,’’ It 
takes a sympathetic interest in Irish 
affairs, and, while the Editor of the 
Round Table expressly disclaims responsi- 
bility for the views advanced in the 
article, it is obvious that they have an 
influential backing. The author’s primary 
object is to bring about a permanent 
settlement of the outstanding differences 
between Britain and the Saorstdt. He 
realises, as all intelligent men must 
realise, that the disputes concerning land 
annuities and the like are merely 
symptoms of a deep-seated disease, which 
has been poisoning Anglo-Irish relations 
for centuries. That disease, he asserts 
with some reason, must be cured before 
there can be any hope of a contented 
Ireland within the British Commonwealth. 
This country, in short, must be left with- 
out a grievance ; and he propounds certain 
means towards that end which, whether 
or not one agrees with them, are worthy 
of careful thought. 

Three main proposals are made. In the 
first place, the writer suggests that the 
British Government should make an 
immediate and unequivocal declaration 
that, if the Free State should choose to 
secede from the Commonwealth, no 
attempt would be made to prevent it by 
force. Such a statement concerning the 
Dominions was made in general terms by 
Mr. Bonar Law fourteen years ago; but 
the Round Table writer urges that it 
should be repeated now specifically in the 
Saorstdt’s case. In this way, he argues, 
President de Valera would be placed on 
the horns of a nasty dilemma. He either 
would be forced to declare a twenty-six 
county Republic or to confess that he had 
no intention to take such a course. Either 
alternative would embarrass him ; for the 
one would result in permanent partition, 
and the other would put an end to his 
Republican claims. Above all, however, 
there no longer would be the least excuse 
for the belief that Ireland is under any 
threat of force majeure. In the second 
place, the article proposes the elevation of 
Northern Ireland to the full status of a 
Dominion, accompanied by a British 
guarantee that. no coercion of the six 
counties would be tolerated. Northern 


| Ireland thus would become mistress of 


her own affairs. Great Britain, as such, 
would have as little authority over Belfast 
as she has over Dublin, and the two Irish 
Dominions would be in a position to 
| negotiate a new settlement of the future 
relations between them. With Britain 
out of the way, the writer thinks, the 
Free State might. be able to make conces- 
sions to the North which would lay the 
foundations of Irish unity. Finally, apart 
altogether from these two proposals, the 
article suggests that Great Britain should 
appoint a permanent representative in 
Dublin with the status of a High Commis- 
sioner. “He ought not to be a civil 
servant, but a man of “ public authority, 
political experience, and diplomatic 
ability,’’ whose appointment would do 
much to end the ignorance and misunder- 
standing that exist at present on both 
sides. 

We shall await with interest the discus. 
sion that is certain to follow these 
proposals. In regard to secession, we feel, 
as we always have felt, that a formal de- 
claration by the British Government is 
unnecessary, inasmuch as _ everybody 
knows that no force would be used. We 
agree with the writer in the Round Table 
that the strategic problem from the British 
point of view is of minor importance, 
because a twenty-six county Republic 
would be far easier to handle in time of 
trouble than a discontented Dominion. It 
must not be forgotten, however, that 
Britain at the moment is concerned mainly 
with the situation in India, and that a 
virtual invitation to the Free State to 
secede might have far-reaching results in 
the East. Admittedly, a British declra- 
tion would cause the gravest embarrass-. 
“— to President de Valera; it would: 

‘call his bluff," and, to. that extent, 
would be all to the good. The problem of

Frankly, as matters stand at 
present, the partition problem seems to us 
to be insoluble; Every attempt to solve it 
seems only to enhance its difficulties, 
Nevertheless, the Round Table proposals 
conceivably might provide a basis of dis- 
cussion from which some good might 
emerge. More we cannot say. We are 
very glad, however, that the proposal to 
appoint a British representative in Dublin 
has been revived; for, in our opinion, 
such an appointment is long overdue. We 
hope sincerely that the Round Table 
article will hasten it, and suggést that it 
should be accompanied—or preceded—by 
the appointment of a Free State repre- 
sentative in Belfast. 


Art in the State 

Referring a few days ago to the 
encouragement which Russia gives to her 
authors, we pointed out that her attitude 
towards them was unique, and that 
certainly neither public nor State in other 
parts of the world take so much care cf 
their artists. Mr. F. R. Higgins, who 
spoke at the opening of an exhibition of 
paintings in Dublin yesterday, seems to 
share this view. His speech, indeed, was 
a vigorous attack on the Free State 
Government for its neglect of art. 
Politicians,. he said, were not insincere 
when they expressed their good intentions 
at the opening of exhibitions and at other 
functions—the trouble was that they never 
carried out their good intentions. They 
had shown no lack of entérprise in other 
ways, but they cared little or nothing for 
the artists. They made no effort to relieve 
this one section of the community from 
its burdens, and any grants they made 
to it were ridiculously low. When they 
concerned themselves with art, on the 
other hand, the result was even more un- 
fortunate than when they ignored it. 
“When the Government has anything to 
do with an artistic project,” said Mr. 
Higgins, ‘‘it generally goes about it with 
extraordinary meanness and lack of 
dignity.” These, the politicians may feel, 
are hard words, and, perhaps, indeed, the 
enthusiasm of the speaker has led to an 
over-statement of the case. In reality, 
the Free State Government has less with 
which to reproach itself in this matter 
than many other Governments. In 
architecture it has saved for us the Four 
Courts—one of the great buildings of 
Europe — although the reconstruction 
seemed a hopeless task and a waste of 
money. When the new coinage appeared it 
was of fine design, and the postage stamps, 
although Mr. Higgins dislikes them, are 
not by any means the worst in the world. 
Again, the subsidy to the Abbey Theatre 
may not be large, but there is no State 
subsidy at all for theatres in Great 
Britain. There have been lapses—such as 
the Collins-Griffith Memorial and the 
Free State National Anthem—but-.on the 
whole neither Mr. Cosgrave’s nor Mr. de 
Valera’s Government has shown a boorish 
disregard for art. When we say so much, 
however, we do not mean that the State 
could not do more. Irish artists are a part 
of Irish culture, and it is a fact that the 
Government, while it has paid an 
exaggerated respect to the cultural claims 
of language, has turned a very much less 
ready ear to the claims of art. Admittedly, 
it is easier to give support to the drama 
than to the scattered company of writers, 
painters, sculptors and musicians; but 
the task is not impossible, and should be 
of value. “At the least, the State ought 
to see that, when it needs work done, the 
work is done with taste. By so doing it 
will confer a benefit both on the artist and 
on the public. 


Tramp Shipping 


Some months ago the British Govern- 
ment declared its intention to grant a 
subsidy to tramp shipping. A White 
Paper, giving particulars of this subsidy, 
now has appeared. It reveals that the 
grant will be paid for one year only, that 
it may not exceed £2,000,000, and that it 
will be reduced below this figure if the 
average level of freight rates during the 
year of subsidy rises to more than 92 
per cent. of the average level in 1921. 
Next year will be the year during which 
the subsidy will operate. It is interesting 
to recall the terms on which the British 
Government made its offer. The subsidy’s 
purpose is not only to stay the rot in the 
British shipping industry, but to procure 
its modernisation. It is essential, for 
example, that shipowners who wish to 
qualify for the subsidy shall replace their 
worn-out tonnage by new tonnage; - that 
they shell press foreign countries to make 
arrangements for the adjustment of the 
supply of tramp shipping to the demand, 
and that there shall, be no undue compe- 
tition between British companies. In a 
sentence, the same *principle has been 
applied to the relief of the shipowners that 
was applied to the relief of the British 
farmers: if they make an effort to work 
out their own salvation, the Government 
will help them but, if not, they can 
suffer unaided. From Ireland’s point of 
view, the important clause is that which 
insists on the replacement or modernisa- 
tion of old tonnage. There is no reason 
to assume that a substantial share of the 
work involved will not. fall to the great 
Belfast yarda. They have acquired 
notable contracts for the construction of 
passenger and cargo vessels within the 
past year, and, if the subsidy is accepted 
by the shipowners in the spirit in which it 
has been offered, the Lagan ought to ex- 
perience a valuable aveess of business.

“The Department of | Agriculture 
announce that there will be payavle to 
expoiters of live turkeys exported from 
Suorstat Eireann to the United Kingdom 
or the Isle of Man during the period from 
the árd December, 1954, to the dlst 
January, 1935 (both dates inclusive), an 
export bounty equivalent to the duty paid 
on such turkeys on importation into the 
United; Kingdom or the Isle of Man, as 
the case may be, provided that satisfactory 
evidence of export and of payment of such 
duty is furnished. 

‘“* Copies of the conditions governing the 
payment of the bounty may be obtained 
on application to the Department.’’ 

It 1s thought, says our Political Cor- 
respondent, that the payment of the 
British duty will encourage the export of 
Free State turkeys to the British market 
by way of Northern Ireland. At present 
the export of live turkeys is not large. 
If the birds are killed in Northern Ireland 
they will not have to bear the disc of 
origin, and thus may enter the British 
market as British turkeys. The price 
there is 2d. per Ib. higher than in the 
Free State. e tax on dead turkeys on 
importation into Great Britain from the 
Free State is 5d. per lb.

SCE the loyalists of East Donegal and 

the Laggan district sent their petition 
to the Government at Westminster and the 
Government of Northern Ireland at Stor- 
mont, praying for the putting into opera- 
tion of the recommendations of the 
Boundary Commission, whereby portions 
of East and North Donegal were to be 
transferred to Northern Ireland, they re- 
gard their position as having become so 
much worse that they have sent an 
addition to this petition. 

They ask that if these recommendations 
cannot be carried out, that those loyalists 
in their area who wish should be trans- 
ferred to farms of equal valuation in 
Northern Ireland or England, and that 
any dissatisfied Nationalists in Northern 
Ireland should have an opportunity of 
transferring to the Free State. 


THE MEMORIAL 


The memorial states :— 

““ Since we, the loyalists of East Donegal 
and the Laggan district, sent our memorial 
to His Majesty’s Government at West- 
minster and His Majesty’s Government of 

‘Northern Ireland our position thas become 
more critical. 

“ Recent legislation in the Irish Free 
State prohibiting the importation of 

tatoes into Northern Ireland, the

“Recent newspaper reports say that 
Mr. de Valera’s Government can, and will, 
declare a Republic and make us foreigners 
and aliens in the British Commonwealth, 
of which we have always been loyal 
citizens, and where many of our friends 
and relations have found homes. Under 
the Irish Free State Citizenship Bill he 
seeks to deprive us of our status as British 
subjects. 

““Our children are compelled to learn 
Irish in school. It is of no commercial 
value to them, and it is a handicap to 
them in competitive examinations for posi- 
tions in the British Commonwealth. 

“ During the civil war and after we did 
-our best as loyal citizens of the Irish Free 
State, and in the last two or three years 
of Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, we had 
hopes that our efforts would be rewarded. 
We have now reluctantly to admit that we 
are on the verge of bankruptcy and ruin. 


AN INQUIRY ASKED

The financial 
resolution to be moved next week will 
authorise the Treasury to advance or 
guarantee loans up to an aggregate not 
exceeding £10,000,000 for the purpose of 
modernising old cargo vessels or building 
new ones. The interest on these loans or 
advances wil] not exceed three per cent., 
but borrowers will be required to scrap 
two tons of obsolete shipping for every 
ton of new shipping built, and one ton 
for every ton of existing shipping 
modernised. 

Another important concession is that 
owners will be allowed to buy ships for 
scrapping from foreign owners, as well as 
to scrap British ships. This scheme 
should ensure that the British mercantile 
marine will be put into a condition 
enabling it to take advantage of a revival 
of trade. The shipbuilding as well as the 
shipping industry stands to benefit, and 
there should be no undue hesitation in 
seizing the opportunity. 

Mr. Runciman urged the British ship- 
owners to make another attempt to secure 
international support for plans to meet 
the existing disproportion between tonnage 
and cargoes. His recommendation has 
been followed, and, as ‘a result of long 
negotiations between the shipping interests 
of all the principal maritime countries, it 
has been decided to hold an International 
Shipping Conference in Berlin early next 
year. I¢ will be a conference of ship- 
owners, not of Governments, but if the 
shipowners can come to agreement among 
themselves the Governments are not likely 
to put difficulties in their way. There is 
thus a possibility that some means will 
be found to put international competition 
on a more reasonable basis. Even if that 
hope proves illusory, the measure which 
Parliament wil! be asked to authorise next 
week should enable British shipping fo 
face that competition on a more equal 
footing.

‘DEATH OF COUNT PAUL 
WOLFF-METTERNICH 


The death of Count Paul Wolff- 
Metternich, former German , Ambassador 
in London, which took place last Wednes- 
day on his estate of Schloss Gracht, near 
Liblar, in the Rhineland, was announced 
yesterday. 

Be was one of the very few Germans 
on foreign service who could claim a 
thorough knowledge of the British, 
acquired during a lengthy stay as Ambas- 
sador at the Court of St. James and private 
residence in England. Born at Bonn on 
December 5th, 1853, he served as Attaché 
to the Embassies in Paris and Brussels, 
being later appointed Consul-General] in 
Cairo. 

In November, 1901, he came to England, 
entering upon his new duties in the critical 
days after Mr. Joseph Chamberlain’s 
speech, in which he declared that the 
Germans had conducted the war against 
France in 1870 with greater cruelty and 
barbarity than the British had displayed 
in the South African War. 

During the whole of his time in London 
Count Metternich devoted himself to the 
task of trying to bring about an alliance 
between Great Britain and Germany, and 
received what he described as “ the shock 
of his life ” when the Kaiser wrote to his 
uncle, King Edward VII., a letter which 
effectually destroyed all possibility of such 
an alliance. i 

When Germany started on her big fleet 
programme Count Metternich frankly 
pointed out the great risks involved and 
the likelihood of a growing estrangement. 
““I cannot sell my convictions even for 
the favour of my Sovereign,’ he is re- 
ported to have told the Berlin Foreign 
Office. 

Military and naval circles saw in Mettér- 
nich an obstacle in the way of German 
might, and a Press campaign started 
against him resulted in the abandonment 
by the Kaiser of one of his oldest repre- 
sentatives abroad. Count Metternich was 
recalled in May, 1912, to make room for 
Baron Marshal von Bieberstein. 

On leaving London Count Metternich 
retired for a time from diplomatic life. 
He was, however, recalled, and appointed 
Ambassador in Constantinople, where he 
remained from September, 1915, to Sep- 
tember, 1916. He then retired to his 
estate, Schloss Gracht.

TOBACCO 


VALUATION OF THIS 
YEAR’S CROPS 


ACTUAL PRICE NOT 
YET FIXED 
N official statement issued from the 
Free State Information Bureau last 
night states that the price to be paid for 
this season’s tobacco crop has not yet been 
fixed. 
Steps are, however, being taken with 
this object. 


THE RELATIVE VALUE 


The statement is as follows :— 

“-In order to enable licensed tobacco re- 
handlers to calculate the relative value of 
the tobacco of each grower, as required by 
Section 35 of the Tobacco Act, 1934, the 
Minister for Agriculture has caused to be 
valued, by a valuer appointed by him for 
the purpose, a number of samples of 
tobacco submitted by the rehandlers. These 


samples are representative of all the 
grades and qualities of merchantable 
tobacco included in the «rops of the 


growers who have supplied tobacco to each 
rehandler. The valuations placed on the 
samples range from 14d. per |b. in the case 
of tobacco of the lowest merchantable 
grade and quality to 1s. per lb. in the case 
of tobacco of the highest grade and quality. 
As the number of samples submitted by 
any rehandler is no indication of the pro- 
portions of tobacco of the different values 
included in the crops supplied to him, it 
is not possible to estimate the average 
value of the tobacco from the values placed 
vn the range of samples. 

‘‘TLe actual price to be paid for the 
tobacco will not be ascertained until all 
the tobacco has been rehandled, packed 
and bonded, when each package will be 
sampled and priced according to its 
quality as finished tobacco. The total 
sum realised by ech rehandler for all the 
tobacco packed by him will then be 
divided among the growers in proportion 
to the relative value of each grower’s crop. 


THE BONUS 


‘In addition, there will be available 
for distribution among the growers a sum 
which, in respect of tobacco grown in 1934, 
will be 5d. for every pound of tobacco 
sold to manufacturers. This bonus will 
be cllocated i. such manner as the 
Minister for Agriculture thinks proper, 
having regard to the quantity and quality 
of the tobacco supplied by each grower, 
and the desirability of encouraging the 
growth of high-class tobacco.”’

r An accelerated air mail and passenger 
service between Belfast and Great Britain 
will be inaugurated to-morrow by the 
Hillman Airways, Ltd.. when they take 
up the mails contract. They have arranged 
a two-way service daily between Belfast 
and London which will reduce the trip to 
two and a half hours, and will effect a 
considerable speed-up in postal deliveries. 

Railway Air Services mail contract 
expires to-morrow, but they will maintain 
the regular passenger service. In the new 
accelerated service of the Hillman- Air- 
ways "planes of the most modern type will 
be used—Dragon Rapides, with a cruising 
speed of 155 miles per hour, and equippe: 
with two 160 h.p. engines. They would 
be able to maintain their height under 
full load on one engine. 

The machines were specially designed 
for the transport of passengers, the 
luxurious saloons being the last word in 
comfort. Approximately three-quarters of 
a ton of mails would be carried, and 
there would be accommodation for eight 
passengers. Beginning from Glasgow, the 
outward service would be via Belfast and 
Liverpool to London, with Glasgow the 
terminal point on the inward journey.

FOR PRUSSIAN GOVERNORS

BERLIN, Friday. 

Widespread speculation has been aroused 
by a new step taken by Herr Frick, 
Minister of the Interior, with the approval 
of the Prussian Premier, General Goering. 

A decree was published to-night making 
the Prussian provincial governors repre- 
sentatives of the Reich in their respective 
provinces, with the power to act ‘* in case 
of imminent danger,” and to take the 
“measures necessary in such emer- 
gencies.”’ 

In addition, they have the right to 
control, on behalf of the German Govern- 
ment, all provincial authorities, State and 
municipal corporations. Ministers in 
Berlin can give theni orders without pre- 
viously asking the Prussian Government. 

The suggestion that this is in any way 
an emergency measure was, however, dis- 
countenanced in official circles, where it 
was pointed out to Reuter that Provincial 
Governments possessed such powers before

JUDGE'S PRAISE OF

never be quite normal, 

Mr. 'T. O'Donnell, K.C., and Mr. 8. Kiely, 
T.D. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor\ 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Basil McGuckin, K.C., and Mr. T. 
Connolly (instructed by Mr, J. C. Conroy, 
solicitor) defended, : 

The evidence*for the defence was continued 
yesterday morning, when Paul Heany, one 
of the accused men, stated that Jordan s son, 
Patrick, ran towafds him with a pig hammer. 
He looked like a man “ out for trouble,” 
and witness kept him at bay with an tron 
bar. Jordan, senior, and James Heany were 
in handigrips, and Jordan, junior, went over 
to them and raised the hammer over his 
shoulder James Heany moved away, and the 
next thing witness saw was old Jordan lying 
on the ground, 


JUDGE’S REMARK 
Arising out of a question by a juror, Mr. 
Justice Sullivan said that the jury would 
have to decide a big matter themselves. Some 
side in the case was packed, with lies. 
John Heany said that he was hiding be- 
hind a door during the row, and did not 
see what happened 
Mr. Connolly, addressing the jury for the 
defence, said that the evidence showed that 
there was every reason that morning for 
Patrick Jordan ‘and his son to harbour 
resentment and ill-will against the Heanys, 
but there was no reason in the world for 
the Heanys having any resentment against 
Jordans Counsel suggested that the 
Jordans’ story was false. He said that it 
impossible for Jordan to have received 
he wound from a side blow of the poleaxe, 
hich was the case made by the State. 
Mr. Kiely replied for the prosecution. 
jury, after an absence of almost an 
hour, returned to Court with a verdict of 
not guilty in the cases of John and Peter 
Heany on all counts, and they were dis-

on the third count in the indictment—that of 
wounding Patrick Jordan with intent to do 
him grievous bodily harm.

eighteen months’ imprisonment with hard 
labour, at the end of which they would have 
to enter into bail to keep the peace for five 
years, or, in default, a further period of 
six months’ imprisonment with hard labour.

Archdeacon 
Cassidy, that he had found a — receipt 
for £1,110 amongst Father Tully's papers 
made out in the joint names of Father Tally 
and some members of Mr. Moran’s family, 
and that that deposit receipt was cashed in 
1929.

At a later 
stage he changed the names to his own and 
that of Rev. John A. Carr, and finally with- 
drew that deposit altogether.

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HOSPITAL'S INOUIRY 
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ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
STAFF

From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATELRFURD, Friday. 


At Waterferd County Hospital to-day a 
sworn inquiry “was held into the management 
of the institution. The inquiry was called on 
the complaint of Mrs. Florence Thompson, 
wife of a ‘local shop assistant, whose son, 
Harry Thompson, died in the County 
Hospital at Waterford in the month of Apri 
last. The inquiry was conducted by Dr. C. 
E. MacLysaght, Local Government Inspector. 
The doctors. im charge, matron and the 
other hospital officials were represented. by 
Mr. R. J. Farrell, solicitor, and several. re- 
presentatives of the County Board of Health 
were in attendance. 

Mrs. Thompson said that her.son Harry 
was admitted to the fever hospital on the 
13th April suffering from scarlatina. His 
father rang up the hospital each morning and 
was told that the boy was doing well. The 
boy subsequently died from measles on the 
1st May, and the first she heard of his de- 
veloping measles was on the morning of his 
death. She was herself, she said, a trained 
nurse, and she asserted that when she saw 
the boy on the morning of bis death she saw 
that his symptoms were those of pneumonia. 
She alleged that her boy had not got pesees 
nursing, and said that he had been allowed 
out of bed to go to the lavatory, which 
should not have been done. In her opinion 
the boy could have been saved if he had 
been nursed night and day. Another mother, 
Mrs. Ruttledge, complained that her son 
Eric, who had been in hospital with Mrs. 
Thompson’s two sons, had not been properly 
treated. 

Dr. Maurice’ Shipsey, who is in charge of 
the fever hospital, said that Sister Finbar 
Corcoran, who was in charge, was most 
efficient and carried out her duties efficiently. 
During an epidemic of fever some time ago 
the hospital had treated over a hundred 
atients, and from June, 1932, to June, 
934, over seven hundred such cases had been 
dealt with there. When witness, who had 
been on leave, took up duty again in May 
last the two young Thompsons, Eric Rutt- 
ledge and another patient named Keehan 
were al in the one ward. They were suffer- 
ing from scarlatina, and there was no 
evidence of measles then. © Subsequently 
Harry Thompson and Ruttledge developed a 
rash on arms and necks, which witness 
diagnosed as measles. . Harry Thompson's 
témperature was then 102,.and he became 
worse; ‘Witness saw him every day, and satis- 
fied himself that he was getting all necessary 
care and attention. He was also satisfied that 
the nursing staff of the hospital and its equip- 
ment to deal with such cases were adequate.
